As soon oa — perishable 
vegetables come from the mar- 
lest they should be washed and 
trimmed, well drained and 
placed in the -erlsping pan of 
the refrigerator. If this {s not 
large enough, wrap them . in 
waxed paper or aluminium folt 
and store on the shelves In the 
refrigerator. If they are com- 
pletely covered with the wrap- 
ping, they will keep fresh and 
crisp for several days.”
